NN the very day that 
Jeanne de Lamotte 
arrived in London 
P at the end of July, 
£786, a* printer offered 4 
large sam for her memoirs. 
Jt was hardly surprising, 
for this lively, extremely at- 
tractive young woman from 
Brance had been the cen- 
tral figure of one oof the 
most audacious frauds ever 
perpetrated, and her trial 
two months before had in- 
volved Marie Antoinette and 
a prolate of the Church, 


Lass than three weeks 
before she had started a life 
sentence in a Paris prison, 
but had escaped and made 
her way to Mngland. On her 
back was to be seen the sign 
of her ordeal—the  slowly- 
healing scar of the branding 
iron. 


Jeanne de Lamotte was 
the talk of Europe, and she 
could only venture from her 
lodgings in the Haymarket 
after dark, “Every coffee 
house," she wrote, “was 
filled with persons eager to 
gratify their curiosity by 
seeing me.”

In the months to follow a 
number of people closely 
connected with the French 
cou arrived to beg 
her to bo discreet, and when 
she-pleaded poverty, to offer 
her moncy to keep silent.

Alcohol, for example, has been 
used to flicilitate the exchange 
of thought [in a symposium 
(Hterally a drinking party) of 
philosophers, It has also deen 
used, as the stave traders uséd 
it, to fiaetlitate kidnapping, or, 
as the first American settiers 
In California used it on the 
local Indians, to reduce an 
entire population to abject 
docility. 


Historical Evidence 


AT soma might be abused 

$s obvious; but the thing ts 
not Intrinsiaally evil On the 
contrary, a harmless but effec- 
tive mind-transforming drug 
might prove to be a major bless- 
ing. And, anyhow (as history 
makes abundumtly clear), there 
will never be any ‘question of 
getting rid of chemical ° niind- 
transformers aMogather. 

The = choice which confronts 
us Is pot a choice between soma 
and nothing at all; it is a 
cholee between soma anid 
alcohu!, soma and opium, soma 
and hashish, coca, olulluqul, 
peyote, datura, agaric and all 
the rest of the natural mind- 
transformers, between soma 
and such products of scientific 
chemistry as  cther, chloral, 
veronai, benzedrine und the 
barbiturates. 

In a word, we have to choose 
between a more or less harm- 
tess all-round drug ond a wide 
varicly of more or leas harm- 
ful and only partially effective 
drugs. And this cholce will not 
be delayed until the seventh 
century After Ford. Phorma- 
cology is om the march.

The Doctors’ Verdict 
On High Heels 


BE WARNED 1 MO HIGHER THAN THIS 
By CHAPMAN PINCHER 


OMEN'’S shoes with heels up to two and a half inches 
high are only a little more tiring to wear than flat- 
heeled shoes, 

Using an electrical recording machine, Dr Jack Joseph and 
scientist Alfitcd Nightingale have measured the muscle activity in 
the legs of 2] young women wearing shoes with heels of different 
heights at Guy's Hospitat. And thts is the verdict. 

When the women were standing at caso in high heels, thelr 
calf muscles, were slightly more tensed up and used more 
to keop thelr bodies well balanced than when they were wearing 
low heels, 

There waa no Increase in the aotivity of the muscles of the 
thighs or the front of the legs. 

Avoid those high pepikee 

Heels higher thun two and a haif are considerably more 
tiring, because the leg muscles have to work harder to prevent 
the body falling forwards at the ankles. 

Most tiring shoes of all, the doctors say, have those spiky 
high heels. 

The small surfuce area of the spiky heels means that the feet 
fave to be put down on the ground In almost exactly the samp 
position every stop. This puts the strain on a few muscles instead

Progress To Melbourne 
By STAN TOMEIN . 


An assessment, based on the 1965 world. statistics ‘of Olympic ' possibilities 
among the leading nations, suggested that Britain had chances only in the High Jump 
for women and in certain of the track runs at the Melbourne Olympic Games In Novem.

Performances since then havo not only confirmed the carly surmise, but also 


have {indicated that there is

Take, for Instance, the recent 
performances in Norway of that 
incredible middie distance run- 
ner, Gordon Pirle, Not only did 
he create a new world record 
ttme of 13 minutes 36.8 seconds 
over 6,000 Metres, but cqualled 
the world best of seven minutes 
65.6 seconds for 3,000 Metres. 


These achievements, incident- 
ally, were not) by any means 
ugiinst weak opposition, His 
respective victories were 
tered over Russia's Vladimir 
Kuts and Poland's Jerzy 
Chromik. They gave ample In- 
dication of the tremendous chal- 
lenge he will be able to make in 
the 5,000 Meires and 10,000 
Metres events ut Melbourne, 


MARATHON HOPES 


Agaln, when the famous Jha 
Peters 1¢lired from competition 
&rluusn Marathon hopes receded. 
There seemed no athlete capable 
of taking his place In the Inter- 
national field. Many had sug- 
gested promise but none bad 
revealed jt, mainly perhaps be- 
because some of those who had 
only more recently taken up 
long distance running had yet to 
compete ina race of the full 
Marathon distance. 


Then on July 16 this year, 
{he annual Marathon race from 
Windsor Castle to Landon was 
held. Because of the inexperi- 
ence of some of the runners 
there was some diMfidence about 
the result, but also, of course, 
a hope that at least one of them 
would materlulise ug Olympic 
prospect.
